It is rather singular that of the ten 


Most popular objects of municipal own- 
ership iu Gie?t Britain uot a (.uty has 
undertaken the entire list. The ten I 
have iu mind are as follows: 


First.—Dwellings for tlie wortlng 


classes. 


Second.—Train ways. 
Third.—Gas works. 
Fourth.—Electric lighting and power 


plants. , 


Fifth.—Markets. 
Sixth.—Telephoues. 
Seventh.—Baths aud washhouses. 
Eighth.—lief use and sewer disposal. 
Ninth.—Cemeteries. 
Tenth.—Works department. 
All of these, witli the exception, of 


cemeteries, are reproductive institu- 
tions and in Great Britaiu are tech- 
nically classed, under the head of '-mu- 
nicipal trading." Iu the above list 1 
have placed only those utilities which 
are practically municipally unknown 
in the United States and tun e not in- 
cluded waterworks for the reason tbat 
a large percentage, if uot the majority, 
of ciues iu this country and Cauada 
clearly recognize that the water supply 
should belong to the city and be operat- 
ed by it. Glasgow comets tbe nearest 
of any city to complete tnunlcipahzn- 
tion, but as yet it maintains no burial 
grounds 


I had an interesting talk with Sir 


Samuel Johiiboii on this subject. For 
thirty odd jears Sir Samuel has been 
town cieik of Nottingham, and it 
should be understood that the town 
clerk is the principal officer in a British 
town or city, having vastly more pow- 
er and influence than the mayor or any 
elective official. He usually holds his 
place for life, and most town clerks 
live to a good" old age. It would be diffi- 
cult to find a higher type of the court- 
ly, old fashioned English gentleman 
than Sir Samuel JohusOn, aud his offi- 
cial life goes back to tbe days before 
tbe present scope of public ownership 
wits dreamed Of. 


"Why is it," 1 asked, "that there is so 


little tmitorrnity of action among your 
cities iu the matter of muuicipaliza- 
tiou? If public ownership be a good 
tiling, why do your cities omit certain 
enterprises and take up others 'i If it 
be practical for Birmingham to ow» its 
gas works, why is it; not equally so for 
Liverpool and for all other cities?" 


"When onr young folks get married 


and start housekeeping," eaidtSir Sam- 
uel, after a r«iui»e, "each couple pro- 
ceeds to tit up its bouse according to its 
tastes or means. One may buy a piano, 
another begin the collection- of a libra- 
ry, a third may put all o>f its surplus 
earnings into land, while others will 
concentrate their energies on obtaining 
possession of various comforts and lux- 
uries. But all have in mind tbe eventu- 
al ownership of everything which will 
conduce to happiness and prosperity. 
It is the same with our cities. There 
are good and sufficient reasons why 
they are-compelled to wait before they 
dare assume certain responsibilities. 
Glasgow's proud position has been at- 
tained from the fact tbat she started 
on this work many years before the 
other cities did. In many instances we 
are hampered by leases and franchises 
granted to private companies, and must 
wait until these, expire or pay" extor- 
tionate prices for their surrender. Ev- 
ery city in Great Britain knows that it 
should own its gas and electric light- 
ing works, and every one has such 
ownership in contemplation. It Is not 
a matter of princip^, but of expediency 
—In other words, of money. Come over 
again." he concluded, with a smile, as 
he poured out another cup of tea, "come 
over again when you are as old as I 
am, and our successors will show yon 
the municipal edifice of which we are 
building the foundation." 


When Joseph Chamberlain became 


mayor of Birmingham In 1873 he aet 
about to purchase tbe gas and water 
supplies for tbe city. 
Several pre- 


vious attempts had been made, but tba 
conservatism of the taxpayers and tbe 
influence of corporate Interesta bad 
ban sufficient to defeat his lea* ener- 
getic and resourceful predecessors. "Mr. 
Chamberlain made an* exhaustive study 
of the subject and presented it ao fa- 
vorably to the council tbat tbe 
passed by a vote of 84 to 2. Tbe pvr> 
chase price waa la the neighborhood of 
$10,000,000. The city ImBtdlately reduc- 
ed the price of gas from 78 to TO «e»ta 
• thousand cubic feet, sad tba wisdom 
•f Mr. dMRitwrlafaVa naUcy 


*f fimOQO far the fret pw. 


averaged one-third 
less than tiiat 


charged by the private company. Til* 
reduction in the expense of city light- 
ing amounts to $1,250.000. Tbe hun- 
dreds of men • employed in the work* 
receive higher wages and work fewer 
hours than formerly, aud it is worthy 
of note that "tlie rex-ord of tests and the 
evidence of consumers prove that a 
much better quality of gas is supplied 
now tb.au before tl>e city assumed con- 
trol. 


The municipal gas monopoly is com- 


plete, but there are no complaints, and 
I heard of no scandals. Owing to the 
high price of coal the cost of produc- 
tion is much greater than in the United 
States, but the gas is sold for half as 
much, witb a large and increasing 
enue to the city. When the bonds are 
all paid and the city becomes the abso- 
lute owner of the property the price 
will be yet further reduced. 
In the 


meantime the profits will have more 
than paid the cost of the plant. 


The gross profits last year were near- 


ly $900,000, and were it uot that large 
sums had to be diverted to interest 
and sinking fund payments and to the 
assistance of the taxpayers it would 
be possible today, e\ en with the abnor- 
mal price of materials, to produce and 
sell gas at less than 40 cents a thou- 
sand feet and leave a handsome profit. 
There Is no theory about this. It is 
being done on an enormous scale in one 
of the world's largest cities. 


I have space only to note the other '* 


enterprises in which Birmingham is 
engaged. 
The city maintains a com- 


prehensive system of baths, ranging 
from open air baths for tlie poorer 
classes to modern Turkish baUis. The 
income amount'* to $25,000 a year. The 
city burial board has charge of ceme- 
teries in which 4,000 were interred last 
year. It is tbe policy of the board to 
so conduct this estate as to make "it 
self sustaining, aud successive years 
show alternating profits and losses in 
small amounts. 


Four years ago- Birmingham pur- 


chased the electric light and power 
plant, paying the owners of tbe fran- 
chise more than $2,000,000. 
For the 


first two years the new management 
made so many improvements that there 
was a slight deficit, but the third year 
yielded a profit, arid the last annual 
report indicated a net gain of $150,000. 
which went into the common treasury. 
The city owns its markets, and they 
are a source of revenue. Birmingham 
is a farmer ou a large scale. The mu- 
nicipal farm comprises 1,500 acres, and 
1,000 more are about to Be added. This 
land is fertilized by the sewage and is 
largely devoted to cattle raising and 
dairy business. 
There are also im- 


mense herds of sheep which belong to 
the city. There are filtration works 
and a plant for handling.the byprod- 
ucts, and these, with the farm, repre- 
sent an investment of about $2,500,000. 
The last report shows that the auuual - 
sales of stock amount to $80,000, while 
$25,000 is realized from milk and about 
as much from wool. By these scientific 
methods the cost of disposing of sew- 
age is materially reduced. 


Birmingham purchased its water sup- 


ply* in 1876 under tbe administration of 
Joseph Chamberlain, paying $G,500,000 
for the original plant. It has just com- 
pleted at an expense of nearly $30,000,- 
000 an extension of the scheme by 
which it conveys water from Wales, 
eighty miles away. It owns outright 
130 square mi^es of hills and valleys 
which will supply water for a popula- 
tion of more than a million. 


Birmingham has owned its tramways 


for years, but has pursued the policy of 
leasing the lines to private companies. 
These leases are now expiring, and the 
city has decided to take over their con- 
trol. The British Traction company is 
making a hard fight to renew its fran- 
chises and has offered to pay 15 per 
cent of its gross receipts for the privi- 
lege of a charter for a limited number • 
of years. American cities which have 
a mania for giving such franchises 
away may find amusement in estimat- 
ing bow much their revenues would 
amount to from 15 per cent of tbe re- 
ceipts of those companies which have 
the free use of their streets. But tho 
Birmingham authorities have rejected 
all terms. They proceeded to employ 
Alfred Baker, formerly In charge of 
tbe Ixwdon tramways and Justly re- 
garded aa one of tba most capable ex- 
perts in Great Britain, and have placet 
bin In charge of tbe proposed mantel- 
pal system.

Howe, famous on both sides 
of the Atlantic as author, 
lecturer and reformer, 


reaches her eighty-sixth birthday. She 
is the oldest surviving one of »he dis- 
tinguished and fearless women who be- 
gan the fight for their sex in this 'coun- 
try sixty years ago. Mrs. Howe is 
slightly less than a year the senior of 
Susan B. Anthony, who was eighty-five 
on Feb. 15. 


Julia Ward Howe has met probably 


all the famous people of America since 
the generation immediately following 
the American Revolution. 
Many of 


them she knew familiarly, especially 
those New England men and wpmen of 
letters who shed literary luster upon 
thfs republic. 
* 


Years .before the civil war sue, with 


her husband, Dr. S. G. Howe, conduct- 
ed the old^Boston Commonwealth, the 
antislavery paper. She knew well Mar- 
garet Fulleiv one of the''most'gifted wo- 
men of this or any other land, whose 
untimely death in a shipwreck off Fire 
Island in 1850 cut off a noBle worker for 
liberty and for woman. In those days'' 
Boston was the center of culture- in 
this country, and to it gravitated ev- 
erybody who had either literary repu- 
tation or hopes. Mrs. Howe was ac- 
quainted with Charles Dickens, .with 
William Cullen Bryant, with Oliver 
Wendell Holmes and with Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, author of -that great ro- 
anance, "The Scarlet Letter." 


She was acquainted with Florence 


Nightingale and with the brilliant old 
•cold. Thomaj Carlyle, who drank.so 
much tea that Mrs. Howe wondered 
»ow he could contain it. Maybe the 
Ocean* of tea he swallowed accounted 
partly for hi* dyspepsia and the scold- 
ing.

Where to Bore For Grub*7 


I once observed 'a robin boring for 


grubs in a country dooryard. It is a 
common enough sight, to witness one 
seize an angleworm and drag it from 
its burrow in the turf, but I am not 
sure that I ever before saw one drill 
for grubs and bring the big white inor- 
tel to the surface. 
The robin I ftm 


speaking of had a nest of young in a 
maple near by, and she worked the 
neighborhood very Industriously 
for 


food. 
She would run along over the 


short grass after the manner of robins, 
stopping every few feet, her form stiff 
and erect. Now and then she would 
suddenly bend her head toward the 
ground and bring eye or ear for a mo- 
ment to bear intently upon it. 
Then 


she would spring to boring the turf 
vigorously with her bill, changing her 
attitude at each stroke, alert and 
watchful, throwing up the grass roots 
aud little jets of soil, stabbing deeper 
and deeper, growing every moment 
more and more excited, till finally a fat 
grub was seized aud brought forth. 
Time after time during several days I 
saw her mine for grubs in this way and 
drag them forth. 
How did she know 


where to drill? The insect was in every 
case an inch below the surface. Did 
she hear it gnawing the roots of the 
grasses or did she see a movement in 
the turf beneath which the grub was at 
work? I know not.t I only know that 
she struck her game unerringly each 
time.
